PRE-SEASON 

After a nightmare 
1999/2000 NSL season for 
Northern Spirit, with the 
club finishing 13th out of 
16 teams and struggling 
financially, the acquisition 
by Rangers FC of 51% of 
the club brought renewed 
optimism for all concerned, 


With a secure base behind 
them Spirit were able to re- 
sign midfielder Gabriel 
‘Chi Chi’ Mendez from 
Sydney Olympic, as well as 
bring in midfielders Scott 
Thomas and Noel Spencer 
from Olympic and 
Wollongong respectively. 
With the loss of David Seal 
coach Graham Arnold 
looked to have plugged the 
gap well with the signing 
of former Carlton hitman 
Alex Moreira, while 
ironically the one face no 
one knew anything about, 
Blackburn’s Ben Burgess, 
would prove to be the best 
signing of them all. 


OCTOBER 


Spirit started their season 


with a game at Edensor 
Park against Sydney 
United, and when Matthew 
Langdon gave them the 
perfect start with a goal 
after just six minutes 
everything looked rosy. 
Unfortunately Spirit then 
conceded two late goals to 
throw the game away, 
United’s winner coming 


just three minutes from 


time. A tough 0-0 draw at 
home to Sydney Olympic 
followed, and then came 
Spirit’s first win - a 2-0 
Eastern Pride. 
Moreira grabbed his first 
goal for the club, while 
Mendez converted a 
penalty, 

NOVEMBER 


Spirit followed up the win 
in Morwell with arguably 
the best home performance 
of the season, crushing the 
Kingz FC 4-2. Burgess 
ensured he would quickly 
become a crowd favourite, 
scoring a hat trick in just 
12 minutes in an awesome 
display of finishing 
prowess. A ‘home’ draw 
against Newcastle followed 
- the match played at 
NorthPower Stadium in 
Gosford, before a

frustrating 3-2 loss in 
Adelaide, where at times 
Spirit, according to Arnold, 
“the best football we have 
played.” That seemed born 
out the following week, 
when back at North Sydney 
Oval Spirit thoroughly 
deserved a 2-0 victory over 
the Perth Glory, Moreira 
and Burgess getting on the 
scoresheet. The arrival of 
Soeceroo Craig Foster was 
to be another feather in the 
club’s cap too, Foster 
returning back to Australia 
after spending time in the 
UK. 

DECEMBER 

A 1-1 draw at Carlton 
started December off, 
although that hard-earned 
point soon became three as 
Carlton dropped out of the 
league shortly afterwards. 
It would be the start of 
some difficult times for the 
NSL. Spirit were held to a 
goalless draw with 
Marconi, drew in 
Melbourne against the 
Knights, and were then less 
than impressive against the 
Brisbane Strikers at home, 
but a 1-0 win got the club 
in contention for a top six 
spot.

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That proved as good as it got for Spirit 
though, with fans having little to celebrate 
immediately after Christmas with a 3-0

JANUARY MARCH 


A boost was needed for the first game of 
the New Year, but 2001 started poorly for 
the club with a 2-0 home defeat against a 
struggling Canberra Cosmos side. A better 
performance still saw Spirit go down 2-1 at 
home to an impressive South Melbourne, 
with Burgess grabbing his eighth goal of 
the season, but when another home game 
that Spirit were expected to win, against 
Sydney United, went by without the club 
securing any points things started to look 
bleak. 


FEBRUARY 


A 2-1 defeat at Sydney Olympic, Spirit’s 
fifth on the trot, would prove a milestone 
in the club’s history, as just days later 
coach Graham Arnold announced that he 
would be leaving the club as both player 
and coach to take up a full-time position 
with the Socceroos. That meant that his 
assistant Mick Hickman, himself new to 
the club, was thrown in at the deep end, 
and his first task was overseeing a poor 1-0 
home defeat at the hands of Eastern Pride 
in what was surely the most disappointing 
match of the season. 


On the back of three fine away 
performances Spirit fans were looking 
forward to a home clash with the Adelaide 
City Force, but Spirit Matchday featured 
player Stuart Howson not only scored one 
own goal, but was lucky not to be credited 
with another. The 3-2 loss was followed by 
a 4-1 defeat over in Perth, but Spirit came 
back with another good away performance, 
‘ new signing Lee Feeney being unlucky not 
: to grab all three points for the club in a 0-0 
draw at Marconi Stadium, 


* With Melbourne Knights then arriving in 
: Sydney on the back of losing coach Vlado 
: Vanis things looked up for Spirit, but a 
disastrous 4-1 defeat followed, with the 
Knights squandering several gilt-edged 
chances at the end to really blow the score 
out, 


APRIL 


At the time of writing the Canberra 
Cosmos game was still to be played, but 
Spirit started April with two draws - away 
at Brisbane thanks to a late free-kick by 
Moreira, and then at home to the 
Parramatta Power (see match report on 
page 11)

Well with the'complete purchase of the

: full-time coach, lets hope the club can 
finish considerable higher next season than 
they will this season. Hickman, new 
assistant Jean Paul de Marigny, players, 
fans and officials will expect nothing less! 


With the Kingz looking for revenge for 
their mauling earlier in the season, and 
doing well on the ladder, Spirit weren’t 
given much hope when they traveled 
across the Tasman, but typically came : 
away with a fine 2-1 win courtesy of two + 
more goals from that man Burgess.

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Northern Spirit’s visitors on this 
ANZAC Day are the high-flying 
Wollongong Wolves, who will 
represent Oceania at the FIFA Club 
World Championship in Spain in June. 


Despite the handicap of having to play 
a number of catch-up NSL games due 
to their qualifying matches for the 
Club World Championship, the Wolves 
are handily placed in 4th spot, and 
with the fate of last week’s postponed 
game against the Eastern Pride to sort 
out could move level on points with 
Perth Glory. 

Former Socceroo goalkeeper Ron 
Corry took over as coach of the club 
from Nick Theodorakopoulos after last 
season’s superb Grand Final win, and 
not only has he maintained the club’s 
fine form but has done so in some 
style. 


In the Wolves last NSL game, a 3-1 
victory over Sydney Olympic, former 
Carlton custodian Dean Anastasiadis 
took his place in goals, with Daniel 
Beltrame on the bench, 

In defence George Souris has played 
over 100 NSL games for the club, 
while Alvin Ceccoli is a player 
capable of getting forward to support 
the attack. 

Skipper Matt Horsley has played over 
250 NSL games for his local club, and 
like Ceccoli he is equally adept at 
supporting from the flanks. He also 
netted in injury time in the game 
against Olympic two weeks ago. 
Robbie Stanton was also a scorer 
against Olympic - after starting the 
season without a goal for the Wolves 
he has now netted four times this 
season - despite only starting five 
times! He has however made a number 


of substitute appearances. 

Ben Blake has performed well in the 
sweeper role this season and he 
should make up the Wolves defence 
tonight. 


In midfield Paul Reid has scored six 
goals already, while David Huxley 
also played a full game against 
Olympic and is yet another of the 
current squad to have played all his 
NSL football with the one club. 


Robbie Middleby is a skilful 
attacking midfielder, and along with 
Reid and the wingbacks will look to 
provide service to Wollongong’s 
prolific strike force. 


With 15 goals this season Saso 
Petrovski is the Wolves leading 
scorer, and he has now scored 34 
NSL goals in just 75 appearances for 
the Wolves. 

His partner in attack is Stuart Young, 
an Englishman who arrived via the 
club from Singapore, where he won 
the Golden Boot in 1998. Although 
little was known about him he quickly 
made a name for himself in the past 
two seasons, averaging better than a 
goal every two games, and netting 12 
this season. 

With David Cervinski, Max Nicholson 
and Paul Harries sitting on the bench 
against Olympic it proves what a 
strong squad Corry has at his disposal 
- especially when the likes of Dino 
Mennillo and Scott Chipperfield were 
missing, Chipperfield, who of the very 
best in the NSL, was absent on LG 
Socceroo duty but will need to be 
watched tonight.

A fine display of goalkeeping - and a good 
team effort - helped Northern Spirit end a 
run of six successive defeats at North 
Sydney Oval with a draw against the 
Parramatta Power.

The visitors should have gone ahead after 
just 19 minutes, and although Matthew 
Thompson met Steve Berry’s intelligent 
knockdown with a weak shot, it still 
required a fine save from Henderson to 
keep the ball out.
